The real work the National Arbi¬ 
tration and Peace Conference began 
yesterday at New York with Andrew 
Carnegie presiding over the nveetlnga 
During the day a letter was read from 
President Roosevelt and speeches were 
made by many men prominent in the 
affairs of America and of foreign na¬ 
tions. It was understood that Secre¬ 
tary Root voiced the sentiments of 
the President when he sounded a note 
of warning that If success Is to crown 
the efforts of those who are working 
for universal amity their endeavors 
must be of a practical chiraiter, and 
they must nq$. by insisting upon the 
impossible, thereby put oft the day 
when the posable may he accomplished. 

The dying words of James Cockrill, 
when he was murdered at Jackson, 
were Introduced as evidence in the trial 
of William Britton at Lexington, on a 
charge of complicity in the assassina¬ 
tion. to show a conspiracy. It was 
shown that Cockrill said: “My God. 
they've got me at last/' Kitorts were 
made to reflect on Floyd Byrd for the 
part he has played in the prosecution of 
the Breathitt county feud cases. Moses 
Feltner w'as placed on the stand, but 
was withdrawn until later. 

Aocordlng to a statement Issued to¬ 
day by the Bureau of Immigration of 
the Department of Comi6^rce and La¬ 
bor, the total Immigration to the United 
States from all countries for the six 
months ending with March last aggre¬ 
gated 639,137 persons, which la an in¬ 
crease of 75,821 over a like period In 
1906.

In refusing to assume Jurisdiction of 
the case of former Senator Patterson, 
of Colorado, fined by the Supreme 
Cburt of that State for statements 
made In his papers, the United States 
Supreme Court handed down an impor¬ 
tant ruling in the matte- of freedom 
of speech and of the press. 

The Tennessee Legislature adjourned 
finally, after a busy day of hard work, 
disposing of Important legislation. The 
Governor sent in four vetoes and all 
were sustained by the House. The ap¬ 
propriations of the session amount to 
two millions of dollars more than for 
the last session. 


Much loss of life and damage Is 
thought to have resulted fr*m the 
earthquake in Mexico.

“THEY’VE GOT 
ME AT LAST” 


Cried Jim Cockrill As Bullets 
Struck Him. 


Dyind Words Shown In Trial 
' of Bill Britton. 


Attempt To Put Floyd Byrd 
In Bad Light. 


FELTNER TO TESTIFY TO DAY. 


Lexington, Ky.. April 15.—[Special.]— 
Some thrilling testimony was given to¬ 
day in the trial of Bill Britton for the 
murder of James Cockrill, at Jackson. 
Mortimer Forbes, a new witness, de¬ 
scribed how Cockrill tried to wipe 
away the blood from his throat, 
through w’hich the assassin's bullet had 
torn, drew' his pistol as if to defend 
himself, and then, realizing his help¬ 
lessness against the murderers, had 
turned to run, Vind sunk down mortally 
wounded. For the first time the words 
of Cockrill. uttered as he fell. “My 
Gbd, they've got me at last/' were ad¬ 
mitted at evidence. This utterance is 
considered important evidence, as It 
showed that there was a conspiracy, as 
the prosecution Is seeking to prove, 
and that Cockrill knew and dreaded it. 

Personal attacks upon Floyd Byrd 
w*ere made, and attorneys attempted 
to make the cases simply personal Is¬ 
sues between Byrd and the Hargis 
clan. 

The prosecution made a strong show¬ 
ing against Britton In to-day’s testi¬ 
mony. Seven witnesses swore that they 
saw Bill Britton In the courthouse cor¬ 
ridor, near the door, with Curt Jett, 
just after the shooting, and one that he 
also saw the defendant In the same 

place five minutes before the shooting. 

• • • 

Mrs. Marcum a Witness. 

Mrs. Abrelia Marcum, w’hose hus- 
l and, J. B. Marcum, was murdered sron 
after Cockrill, furnished a strong link 
in the chain, showing conspiracy by 
her testimony that Britton caine into 
the post-office just after Cockrill had 
left there and a short time before the 
shooting, and after asking for Hargis' 
mail returned to the Hargis store. 

Mose Feltner, wiio Is considered the 
strangest witness in support of the 
conspiracy claim of the prosecution, 
w r as placed on the stand, but his testi¬ 
mony was hardly begun when the de¬ 
fense objected on the ground that there 
had been no evidence preceding show¬ 
ing the existence of a conspiracy. 

• • • 

Will Recall Feltner. 

This evidence wan furnished later in 
the day, and Feltner will be recalled 
to the stand. W. N. Cope, a new and 
Important witness, who testified to-day 
for the prosecution for the first time, 
was brought here this morning by Sam 
Jett, uncle of James Cockrill, after a 
trip of five hundred miles into the 
mountains of West Virginia. Three 
telegrams were sent to Cope, but wiien 
no response was received Mr. Jett de¬ 
cided to go in person at his own ex¬ 
pense for the absent witness. He start¬ 
ed Saturday afternoon on a Journey 
which entailed a long horseback ride, 
reached Cope's home in the hills, and 
persuaded him to return with him to 
Lexington, w’here they arrived on the 

train at 9:55 o'clock this morning. 

• • • 

Jury Wants Quick Trial. 

When court opened this morning 
Judge Parker stated that the jury had 
requested him to hold night sessions 
so as to finish the trial as soon as pos¬ 
sible. The attorneys on both sides, 
however, vigorously objected, and Judge 
Parker then stated he would hold ses¬ 
sions each day from 9 till 1 o'clock and 
from 2 111 8 o'clock, but no night ses¬ 
sions. 

Mose Feltner was the first witness 
called. He said that he now lives in 
Hamilton, O.. but was at his home in 
Letcher county when Cockrill was 
killed. He was acquainted with all of 
the Hargises, Bill Britton. Ed Callahan, 
Curt Jett and Asbury Spicer. He was 
asked if he had any connection with 
anyone prior to the killing of Cockrill 
regarding the taking of Cockrlll's life. 

The defense objected on the ground 
that If ho had not talked to Britton the 
question should not be asked, as no 
evidence of a conspiracy with others 
had yet been presented. The objection 
was sustained and the Commonwealth 
temporarily withdrew Feltner. 

• • • 

Britton Had Weapon. 

J. J. C. Bach was next called. He 
testified that he lived in Jackson and 
had at various times represented the 
Hargises as their attorney. He was 
John E. Patrick’s law partner in July. 
1902, and was In his office when Cock¬ 
rill was shot. His office was In the 
Hargis office building, he heard the 
shots and thought there were six or 
eight fired; he and T. T. Cope had some 
difficulty in locating the place where 
the shots were fired. They decided the 
shots were fired from the courthouse. 
He said he saw’ Curt Jett and Bill Brit¬ 
ton standing In the front door of the 
courthouse. Jett had a pistol in his 
hand and the witness thought Britton 
had a pistol In his hands; both were 
holding the pistols downward. After 
the shooting the witness went to his 
home and shortly afterward returned 
to his office. Saw Britton come from 
courthouse and met Douglas Hays; 
both went back to courthouse. This 
was about a half hour after the shoot¬ 
ing. On cross-examination the* defend¬ 
ant's attorneys asked the witness if he 
saw Elbert Hargis and Curt Jett cross 


teh street and go Into a shed after the 
shooting. He said “No.” He was asked 
if he saw' Riley Coldiron and Charles 
Green on the street near the courthouse 
after the shooting. He did not see Cold- 
iron. but did not then know Gr$cn and 
does not know him now. 

• • * 

Smoke In Upper Windows. 


W. M. Cope was the next with ess 
called. He stated that he was a prac¬ 
ticing attorney Jn Jackson, on the day 
of the shooting of James Cocknll. He 
said that he talked with Cockrill a 
few minutes before he" was shot. He 
saw' Britton go across the street from 
Hargis' store toward the courthouse 
about ten minutes before James Ooek- 
rill was shot. Britton remained in the 
courthouse only a few' minutes and 
w’ent back to the Hargis store. After 
a few minutes more he went to the 
courthouse a second time. Cope stated 
that he separated from Cockrill four or 
five minutes after Britton entered the 
courthouse? the second time. The wit¬ 
ness said that he was in the middle of 
the street when the shot* were fired. 
He stated that he saw smoke como 
from the upper comer wirvdiow of the 
courthouse. He thinks there* wore be¬ 
tween six and nine shots fired.. They 
were fired very rapidly. Cope went to 
the alley where Cockrill was lying shot. 
He stated, however, that before he 
went to the alley, he saw both Britton 
and Curt Jett come to the front d<*or 
of the courthouse from the Interior. 
Jett had a pistol in his hand. The wit¬ 
ness went on to the alley where Cook- 
rUl was and after remaining ten mw-

LETTERS FROM STANFORD

SECOND TRIAL WILL FOLLOW

O'REILLY NOW SPOKESMAN. 


New York. April 15.—"If another trial 
Is held It has been agreed that the 
same line of defense as that used In the 
first trial will be followed. Evelyn 
Thaw* will tell her story again, 
but her testimony will be greatly 
strengthened by documentary evidence 
that was not used before." 

This is the statement credited to Dan 
O'Reilly, of Harry K. Thaw’'s counsel, 
to-night. It has been reported that 
O'Reilly would be chief of the defense 
when the trial Is called again, but this 
report was not confirmed to-day, and 
It was even stated semi-officially that 
none of the lawyers who officiated at 
the last trial had been dispensed with 
by Thaw. On the other hand it was 
said that several of thorn had been paid 
the stipulated fees, and. while there 
would not be a formal announcement 
of their dismissal by Thaw, they would 
not reappear In the case.

CONDITION—ORIGLN 
A MYSTERY. 


Marrowbone, Ky., April 15<—[Spe¬ 
cial.]—While removing some dirt from 
an old cave on his farm to use as fer¬ 
tilizer on his garden. John Hardin, of 
Perslnon, Monroe county, dug up the 
skeleton of an adult human being. The 
skeleton was buried about two feet un¬ 
der the ground and had evidently been 
there for many years, but the bones 
were well preserved by the saltpeer In 
th cave.

HOLDS TRUTH NO 
BAR TO PENALTY 


Supreme Court Rules On 
Freedom of Speech. 


Judge May Punish If Public 
Welfare Demand! 


“Preliminary" Liberty, How¬ 
ever, Guaranteed. 


JUSTICE HARLAN DISSENTS. 


Washington. April 15.—The United 
States Supreme Court to-day dismissed 
the writ -of error In the case of former 
United States Senator Thomas M. Pat¬ 
terson, of Colorado, in which the Sen¬ 
ator was fined $1,000 by the Colorado 
Supreme Court on the charge of con¬ 
tempt. The action has the practical 
effect of affirming the decision of the 
Colorado courts. The opinion in the 
cnee was delivered by Justice Holmes, 
who said in effect that the court was 
without Jurisdiction. Justice Harlan 
delivered a dissenting opinion. Justice 
Brewer also dissented from the deci¬ 
sion, holding that the court was not 
without jurisdiction. 

The proceeding against Senator Pat¬ 
terson grew out of the Colorado Su¬ 
premo Court's decisions in election 
cases following the acrimonious State 
campaign of 1904. The Senator is the 
principal owner of the Denver Times 
and the Rocky Mountain News* both 
Denver daily papers, and the contempt 
proceeding was on account of strictures 
on those decisions published in the 
two papers. It was said the charge 
was Inferred to have been made that 
the court wus subservient to the cor¬ 
poration interests of the State. When 
called upon to answer, Mr. Patterson 
pleaded the truth o*f the allegations 
made by the papers. The court, there¬ 
upon imposed a fine of $1,000 on the 
charge of contempt, with the alterna¬ 
tive of paying the fine or being impris¬ 
oned. Instead o«f doing either the Sen¬ 
ator prevailed upon Justice Brewer to 
issue a writ of error bringing the case 

to the Federal Supreme Court. 

• • • 

Majority Decision. 

In the course of his opinion Justice 
Holmes discussed at some length the 
contention by Mr. Patterson that the 
charges made by him were true and 
that, therefore, there could be no con¬ 
tempt In his crftiolsm of the court. On 
that point Mr. Holrpes said: 

“The defense upon w'htch the plaintiff 
In error most relies Is raised by the 
allegation that the articles complained 
of are true and the olalm of the right 
to prove the truth. He claimed this 
right under the constitutions, both of 
the State and of the United States, 
but the latter ground alone comes into 
consideration here for reasons already 
stated. We leave undecided the ques¬ 
tion whether there is to be found In 
’t.he fourteenth omondim-eni a prohibition 
similar to that In the first. But even 
if we were to assume that freedom of 
speech and freedom of the press were 
protected from abridgement on the 
part of not only of the United States, 
but also of the States, still we should 
be far from the conclusion that the 
plaintiff In error would have us reach. 
In the first place, the main purpose of 
such constitutional provision is *to 
prevent all such previous restraint 
upon publications as had been prac¬ 
ticed by other Governments’ and they 
do not prevent such subsequent pun¬ 
ishment, as such, as may be deemed 
contrary to the public welfare. The 
preliminary freedom extends as well to 
the false as to the true; the subsequent 
punishment may extend as well to the 
true as to the false. This was the law 
of criminal libel apart from statutes In 
most cases. If not in all. 

• • • 

Obstruction To Justice. 

“In tho next place, the rule applied 
to criminal libels applies yet more pure¬ 
ly to contempt. A publication likely to 
reach the eyes of a Jury declaring a 
witness In a pending cause a perjurer 
would be none the le.-s a contempt that 
1ft was true. It would tend to obstruct 
the administration of Justice because 
even a correct can elusion is hot to be 
reached or helped In that w.ty If out 
system of trial Is to be maintained. 
The theory of our system Is that the 
conclusions to be reached In a case 
will be Induced only by evidence aiul 
argument In open court and not by any 
outside influence, whether of private 
talk or public print. 

“What is true with reference to a 
Jury is true also wIiLh reference to a 
court. Cases like the present are very 
likely to arise, no doubt, when there is 
a Jury, and the publication may affect 
its judgment. Judges generally, per¬ 
haps, are less apprehensive that pub-> 
liciLtloris Impugning their own reason-! 
Ing or motives will Interfere with their 
administration of the law. But if a 
court regards, as it may, a publication 
concerning a matter of law pending 
before It as tending toward such an 
interference. It may punish it as In the 
instance put. When a case Is finished 
courts are subject to the sitne criti¬ 
cism as other people, but the propriety 
and necessity of preventing Interfer¬ 
ence with the courts of justice by pre¬ 
mature statement, argument or intim¬ 
idation hardly can be denied." 

• • • 

Justice Harlan's View. 

In his dissenting opinion Justice Har¬ 
lan said: 

“The court leaves undecided the spe¬ 
cific question whether there Is to be 
found In the Fourteenth Amendment a 
prohibition ns to the rights of free 
speech and a free press, similar to that 
in the first. It yet proceeds to say that 
the main purpose of such constitutional 
provisions was to prevent all such 
'previous restraint' upon publications 
as had been practiced by other Gov- 
diuniejitti. but not to prevent the sub¬ 


sequent punishment of such as may be 
deemed contrary to the public welfare. 
I cannot assent to that view* If it be 
meant that the Legislature may Im¬ 
pair or abridge the right of a free press 
and of free speech, whenever in Its 
Judgment the public welfare requires 
that It be done. The public welfare 
cannot override constitutional priv¬ 
ileges, and if the right of free speech 
and of free press are in their essence 
attributes of national citizenship, then 
neither Congress nor any State since 
the adoption of the Fourteenth Amend¬ 
ment can. by legislation or by judicial 
action. Impair or abridge them. In my 
Judgment, the action of the court be¬ 
low was In violation of the right of 
free speech and a free press as guaran¬ 
teed by the Constitution. 

• • • 

Essential To Liberty. 

"I go further and hold that the priv¬ 
ileges of free speech and of a free press 
belonging to every citizen of the Unit¬ 
ed States, Constitute essential parts of 
every* man’s liberty, and I protest 
against violation of that clause of the 
Fourteenth Amendment forbidding a 
State to deprive any person of his lib¬ 
erty without due process of law'. It is. 
I think, impossible to conceive of lib¬ 
erty as secured by the Constitution 
against hostile action, whether by the 
nation or by the State, which does not 
embrace the right to enjoy free speech 
and the right to have a free press."

KILLS INTERPRETER 


LETTER SHOWS GREEK BELONGS 
TO FAMOUS BAND. 


TRIAL AT MAYSVILLE CONDUCT¬ 
ED WITH DIFFICULTY. 


CALL SPECIAL TERM OF COURT 


MayevlIIe, Ky.. April 15.—[Special.]— 
The examining trial of Demotre 
Nourina, charged with killing an in¬ 
terpreter in a railroad camp near here, 
was attempted this afternoon and was 
the most arduous task o'er presented 
to the court officials here. The man 
could neither speak nor understand a 
word of English, and it was necessary 
to send to the railroad camp Where 
a man w*as found who could speak well 
enough to act as court interpreter. 

It developed that Nourina is actually 
a member of the Black Hand Society. 
This w'as shown by a’ letter found on 
him, which the Interpreter read. He 
Is also travelling under an assumed 
name, os the name In the letter In¬ 
dicates. 

The letter which was w'rltten In the 
Russian language, is as follows; 

“I arrived O. K. in Mayaville. Have 
made my plans for escape after killing 
Thomas James and brother." 

There was a line drawn through it 
at this point, and the following added: 
‘T have killed Thomas James, shot him 
VWT^rSn* him He on the ground. 
(Signed Dimetre Monsklski.)" 

The letter was addressed In the same 
language to Costa Nuko. Cincinnati, O. 
This case was given to Circuit Judge 
Harbeson, who will call a special grand 
Jury to-morrow to investigate the af¬ 
fair.

FIVE KILLED WHEN ORIENTAL 
LIMITED PILES UP. 


WRECK CATCHES FIRE AND 
SEVEN COACHES BURN. 


MANY THRILLING ESCAPES. 


St. Paul. Minn., April 15.—Running 
at a speed of forty miles an hour 
on an straight track the Great North¬ 
ern Westbound Central Limited, 
which left here for Pacific coast points 
Sunday morning, was derailed at 1:15 
o’clock this morning at Bartlett, N. D. 
Five persons wore killed and a score or 
more Injured, some of them seriously. 
After the wreck a gas tank exploded 
and the train took fire, seven coaches 
being destroyed, the sleeper and ob¬ 
servation cans only escaping the flames. 

There is said to be some evidence 
that the rails had been tampered with. 
Officials of the road way that the track 
In this vicinity had been in apparently 
flrst-olass condition and they are un¬ 
able to account for the wreck on any 
other theory than that it was the de¬ 
liberate attempt of miscreants to 
wreck the train. The dead:

Four unidentified foreigners, believed

The wreck occurred on the line divid¬ 
ing Nelson and Ramsey counties, the 
mall car Jumping completely over the 
engine and landing in Ramsey county, 
while the remainder of the wrecked 
train burned in Nelson county. 

Many thrilling escapes W'ere reported 
and acts of Individual heroism on the 
part of the passengers and train crew 
who escaped injury are numerous.

EARTH ROCKS; 
TOWNS IN RUINS 


Big Loss of Life and Damage 
By Quake In Mexico. 


Feared Death List, Now In¬ 
complete, Will Be Long One. 


No News From Some Places 
—Panic Generally. 


NO AMERICANS KNOWN HURT. 


City of Mexico. April 15.—Word from 
the center of destruction of the earth¬ 
quake of last night was first given to 
this dty by the Associated Press after 
repeated trials made during lust night 
and this morning to establish com¬ 
munication with the stricken districts. 
As yet wires to the section are work¬ 
ing badly and no exact estimate of the 
number of dead has been received. It 
is believed, however, that the total 
death list will be large. No American 
is known to have been lost. 

Chllpunclngo, In the State of Guer¬ 
rero, reports the most furious shocks 
ever known in that section. The city is 
completely destroyed and the dead 
number eleven at least. 

Chllapa, to the northeast of there, has 
been destroyed also, and TlxUa, a city 
between, has, it is feared, met a like 

fate. , 

• • • 

Trembling Continues. 

The following message w'as sent to 
the Federal Telegraph office here from 
Chilapa: 

"Our boys are working in a public 
garden. A terrible panic prevails, as 
the earth continues to tremble at regu¬ 
lar Intervals. Send us tents that wo 
may establish an office out in the coun¬ 
try." 

There were no deaths in the City of 
Mexico and, beyond damaged plaster¬ 
ing and cracked and fallen walls, the 
property loss will be Insignificant. Ow¬ 
ing to the long duration of the shock, 
this Is considered most remarkable and 
is only accounted for by the peculiar 
swell-like motion of the earthquake, 
which was regular from east to west. 

The Federal Telegraph office here re¬ 
ports the working of Its wires inter¬ 
fered with in all parts of the republic 
south of a line.drawn from Acapulco on 
the west coast to the city of Tampico 
on the gulf coast. The Director of Tel¬ 
egraphs, however, states that communi¬ 
cation has not been entirely out off 
from any point except Acapulco. 

From messages received at the tele¬ 
graph office here up to noon it appears 
that the entire southern half of the re¬ 
public. including the lower country and 
the “mesa" belt, felt the shock. 

• • • 

Over Wide Territory. 

Messages from as far north as San 
Luis Potosi and ns far south as the 
City of ftan Juan Bautista, in the State 
of Tabasco, report feeling the shock in 
varying degrees. But at no place up to 
date has a Iosm of life or great destruc¬ 
tion of properly been reported except In 
the State of Guerrero. 

From intelligences received It would 
seem that the lost earth tremble was 
greater in extent than any other during 
the last half century. The boundary 
line of the northern zone of the pres¬ 
ent earthquake shock, according to re¬ 
ports received up to this time, show It 
extended across the country in a north¬ 
westerly direction for a distance of 
over 400 miles, and that the southern 
extent of the shock covered a distance 
of over 600 miles, making In all 24,000 
square miles of territory affected by the 
last shock. The country which suffered 
most severely from the shock is of a 
very warm climate, although it Is 3.195 
feet above the level of the sea. 

• • • 

Estimate Thought Too Large, 

The Banco Naconel (National Bank 
of Mexico) has received a telegram 
saying that 600 lives were lost in the 
destruction of Ohllpanclngo and Chlle- 
pa. The telegram adds that both cities 
were completely destroyed. In Govern¬ 
mental circles the report Is not cred¬ 
ited. The Federal telegraph office here 
declares that the first and lart report 
thus far reported was that contained 
In the Associated Press dispatch re¬ 
ceived about noon to-day. It is admit¬ 
ted that both cities were leveled to the 
ground, but It is not thought that the 
death list will even approximate 500 
owing to the fact that the houses are 
massive affairs built of stone In order 
to resist earthquake shocks. 

The Federal authorities here have 
been appealed to by the Governors of 
the districts of Bravos and Chllapa for 
tents, as the Inhabitants In the strick¬ 
en cities are now living In the open, 
having constructed dwellings of palm 
leaves and branches. 

The Governor of the State of Guer¬ 
rero has dispatched military engineers 
and troops to the destroyed districts 
and the work of rescue and sanitation 
is being carried on In a systematic 
manner. Both ernes are so far removed 
from the railway that It Is Impossible 
to obtain accurate and rapid Intelli¬ 
gence of the disaster. Not one of the 
newspapers has a correspondent In the 
region. 


TWO TOWNS DESTROYED 
AND PROBABLY THIRD ONE. 


Shocks Are Still Being Felt and 
People Possessed By 
Fear. 


Chilpanclngo. Mexico, April 15.—This 
city, capital of the State of Guerrero, 
has been completely destroyed by one 
of the most furious earthquakes that 
has ever visited this section. Up to 
this hour the known dead number 
eleven and the badly injured twenty- 
seven. 

Word has reached here that the town 


of Chilapa, twenty-eight miles to the 
northeastward, has also been destroyed. 
As yet no details have been received 
as to the number of the dead and 
wounded, but it is feared that It will 
be large. 

Midway between here and Chilapa Is 
the city of Tixtla, This community 
has sent no word, and it is feared tlvat 
It also has been destroyed. According 
to the movements of the earthquake. 
Tixtla would be in its direct line, and 
If the city has escaped, it has been by 
a miracle only. 

Among the dead here are the wife of 
Postal Inspector Leopoldo Lopez Guer¬ 
ra and the child of Postmaster Jose 
Aleman. Jose Lopez Martinez, mana¬ 
ger of the Fbdenal Telegraph office, was 
struck on the head by a block of stone 
and badly Injured. 

The utmost panic prevails everywhere 
and people are fleeing to the open 
country. The earth continues to rock 
at haJf-hour Intervals and many minor 
shocks are completing the work of de¬ 
struction of the first earthquake. 

• • • 

Telegraphers Work In Open. 


AH telegraph communication with the 
outside world ceased shortly after 11:30 
o’clock last night when the first shock 
was felt. The telegraph operators have 
installed temporary quarters In an open 
square and are working again now' 
with the sky for a roof. 

This city (Chilpancingo) was visited 
four years ago by an earthquake which 
killed and wounded many of its Inhab¬ 
itants and destroyed a large part of 
the towm. The population recently was 
7,498. Until the panic Into which the 
citizens have been thrown abates some 
It will b* impossible to state accurately 
to Just what extent the recent earth¬ 
quake has dircrrascd It. The population 
of Chllapa was 15,000. and that place Ih 
the home of the bishop of the Catholic 
church, who administers to the ecclesi¬ 
astical affairs of the entire region. No 
word has been received from the bish¬ 
op's palace and it is not known wheth¬ 
er or not he was a victim of the shock. 
• • • 

West Coast Cut Off. 


All communication with the west 
coast has been cut off since the mom¬ 
ent of the first big shock and it is not 
known to what extent that region suf¬ 
fered. The nearest big town, Acapulco, 
which is eighty-six mile* to the south¬ 
west of here, has not been hoard from. 

Both the volcanoes of Colima and 
Jorullo are in this region and the peo¬ 
ple fear that the recent eruption of the 
earth may cause these to become more 
active and to destroy much property 
and many lives. 

The section Is Inhabited by a groat 
number of Americans who are engaged 
In prospecting for mines. The nearest 
railroad terminal is at Iguala, which 
Is across the Rio Balsas and slxty-slx 
miles to the northward of Chilpancln¬ 
go. The total distance between Chll- 
panlcingo and Mexico City is 220 miles. 


Shock Felt In Europe. 

Berlin, April 15.—The seismographs 
at Hamburg, Potsdam, Gottingen and 
Jena registered a severe earthquake 
shock this morning at a distance of 
6,210 miles. The heaviest shock oc¬ 
curred at 8 a. m. 


Vienna April 15.—The meteorolog¬ 
ical stations In this city and at Trieste 
report a violent (earthquake at a dis¬ 
tance of 6,250 miles. 


Recorded At Berkeley. 

Berkeley. Cal., April 16.—Perhaps the 
meet remarkable shrck of earthquake 
ever recorded at the students’ c/tfftejVflt 
tory at the University of Calif' .mU 
was registered on the Omey seismo¬ 
graph early this morning. The shock 
lasted more than half an hour and on 
that account it is believed that the 
local station is much nearer the canter 
of the shock than the Eastern stations. 

THOUGHTHESAW SEA 
SERPENT IN THE AIR 


FARMER DISCOVERS STRANGE 
OBJECT FLOATING OVER 
HIS HOUSE. 


Kuttawa, Ky., April 15.—[Special.]— 
Winding and twisting Its way through 
the air and presenting the appearance 
of a huge Bnake. a mysterious object 
frightened several persons in the coun¬ 
try near this place yesterday after¬ 
noon. Bowman Glasgow’, living four 
miles north of here, saw the object and, 
while not frightened, was considerably 
puzzled. He thought it was a balloon at 
first, but the shape was different. He 
said when he saw tho object It was 
several hundred yards in the air and 
was being driven In a southerly direc¬ 
tion. 

When about a mile Away from w'here 
Glasgow' was standing the object took 
a sudden dip and went to the earth. 
Glasgow hurried to the place to see 
what It was and was much surprised to 
find a long strip of tobacco canvas 
lying In the middle of the field. The 
canvas show'cd that it had been used 
to cover some plant bed, the marks of 
the tacks being still on it. It had evi¬ 
dently been tom from the bed and 
lifted into the air by some strong wind, 
taking the shape in which it appeared 
to Glasgow w'hllc It was being carried 
along in the air. No information has 
been received as to where the canvas 
came from, but some farmer probably 
believes th&t his plant bed has been 
raided by night riders. 

HELPLESS OLD MEN 
BUTCHERED BY TROOPS 


INNOCENT PEOPLE SUFFER 
FROM STERN MEASURES 
IN ROUMANIA. 


Bucharest, April 15.—Adeverul pub¬ 
lishes some dreadful particulars con¬ 
cerning the repressive measures made 
use of recently In the suppression of 
the peasant'revolt. It appears that at 
Viatu, when the soldiers appeared the 
peasants fled to the forests, leaving be¬ 
hind them only some helpless oJd men. 
The soldiers arrested twenty-five of 
these old men. including the Burgo¬ 
master, named Constantlnesou, who 
was eighty-two years of age. They 
were all executed under martial law'. 
Const an tlnesou’s grandson, a boy of 
fourteen, was compelled to witness the 
execution. 

Similar wholesale shootings occurred 
at other villages, and it is recited that 
at Cimealmare fifty men, Including the 
archpriest, rraraeine and his secretary, 
were Fhot down. Large numbers of 
the Individuals thtfs executed were 
completely Innocent of participation in 
the riots < 


WORLD’S PEACE 
THEIR THEME 


National Conference In Ses¬ 
sion At New York. 


Warned By President and 
Secretary Root. 


Endeavors Must Be Along 
Practical Lines. 


MANY NOTABLE ADDRESSES. 


New York. April 15.—Warned by 
President Roosevelt and Secretary of 
State Elihu Root, that if stICcess Is to 
crown the efforts of those who are 
working for peace among the nations 
of tne w'orld, that their endeavors must 
be along practical lines; that they 
must not, by Insisting upon the Im¬ 
possible, put off the day w’hen the pos¬ 
sible can be accomplished, the National 
Arbitration and Peace Conference, 
which is meeting in this city under 
the presidency of Andrew Carnegie, be¬ 
gan to-day its real activities with two 
crowded sessions in Carnegie Hall. 

Secretary Root also took occasion in 
his speech to point out the propositions 
w’hlch the United States Government 
will have to make at the coming con¬ 
ference at The Hague. He warned his 
hearers not to expect too much at this 
second conference. The President in 
a letter to the congress expressed the 
hope that the coming conference might 
result in the adoption of an Interna¬ 
tional arbitration treaty. Secretary 
Root, after seconding this hope, de¬ 
clared the United States thought it 
proper to urge again the discussion of 
the subject of the limitation of arma¬ 
ment of the nations on land and sea, 
and the abolition of practice of using 
force in the collection of debts ow'ed 

by one nation to the citizens of another. 

• • • 

Peacemaker of Future. 

Mr. Carnegie, in an address to the 
congress, paid a tribute to President 
Roosevelt and expressed the wish that 
Mr. Roosevelt might be the peacemak¬ 
er of the future. He declared, however, 
that Emperor William is the man 
among all who holds the peace of the 
nations in his power. In this connec¬ 
tion Mr. Carnegie said It was unjust 
to speak of the Emperor as a menace 
to the peace of Europe, adding that in 
twenty years upon the throne, the Ger¬ 
man ruler had spilt no blood nor caused 
an international war. 

At the afternoon session to-day the 
b peak era were Secretary Root, Gov. 
Hughes, of New York; Mayor McClel¬ 
lan. of New York City, and Mr. Car¬ 
negie. 

It was at the afternoon session also 
that the letter from President Roose¬ 
velt w’as presented and read. To-night 
the speakers included Baro^d'EBtour- 
nelles de Conaymt, member of the 
French Senate and head of the Inter¬ 
national Conciliation Committee, and 
Secretary Straus, of the Department of 
Commence and Labor, who spoke upon 
"The Peace of Nations and Peac® 
Within Nations." 

• • • 

As To Germany. 

Secretary Straus wag followed by 
Prof. Hugo Munstertxrg, of Harvard 

University. 

•*1 am here to express a hope of peace 
and discuss peace from the standpoint 
of the German," he said. 

“I feel it Is my duty to speak against 
some of these things with which the 
missionaries of peace are weakening 
their arguments. Germany Is prosper¬ 
ous and the German householder looks 
•to military duty as he look9 to paying 
for fire insurance. And, even in war, 
no matter w'hat the result were. Ger¬ 
many would not be crippled. American 
railroads have killed more people than 
American cannon. These arguments, 
w-hich so many friends of peace use. 
are weakening to their own cause. Uni¬ 
versal peace Is not a material issue; It 
is a moral one. 

•*X want to deny the stories that have 
been used for so many years to the ef¬ 
fect that Germany is a menace to the 
peace of the world. Peace, I believe, 
has no more earnest supporter than 
Germany, as America. I believe, has no 
slncerer friend. 

“I am sure that in Germany to-day 
there is a large and growing desire 
for international arbitration, but I 
know there Is a feeling now* that the 
Interests ore so closely bound together 
that the Judge may not be impartial. 
And then. In those countries interested 
attorneys may be allowed to bring In 
experts to prove that there existed 
brain storms." 

Prof. Munsterberg said that to-day 
Germany was at perfect peace with 
all the world and that a calm under¬ 
standing of the German position would 
do more than anything else to promote 
peace. Conscription, he said, was not 

a burden in Germany. 

• • • 

Surprise To Camegle. 

At the close of Prof. Munsterherg'% 
address Mr. Carnegie repeated his 
statement of the afternoon, to the effect 
that the German Emperor had ft in hit 
hands to enforce Interna tional peace. In 
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reply to Prof. Muneterbe^s statement 
that conscription wm not a burden, 
Mr. Carnegie e&id: 

“That statement was one of the 
greatest surprise* that I have ever had. 
I wish he would go to our mills at 
Pittsburg and ask the thousands of 
men there why they came there. It is 
too late In the day for any professor to 
tell me that conscription is not a bur¬ 
den.** 

Dr. Ernst Richard, president of the 
German-Americkn Peace Society of New 
York, who was not on the formal pro¬ 
gramme, followed. He also spoke for 
Germany and said he agreed with Prof. 
Munsterbeng In his statement that he 
knew' the Germans wore great lovers of 
peace, for even In peace-loving Amer¬ 
ica the first peace society was formed 
of men of German birth, 

W. T. Stead f poke from the top seat 
on the stage. 

“I do not represent the BrltUh Gov¬ 
ernment.” he said. “1 never represent¬ 
ed the British Government, and I hope 
m*ver will. No, I represent the people. 
And I am here to ask you, nearly all 
of you English-speaking people, to join 
with us to make the coming Hague 
conference a greater success than the 
first. 

“There has been all sorts of talk 
about disarmament. I have heard it 
In every country in Europe, and I have 
come to hate It a* the devil hates holy 
water, Government in the world is 
going to propose any such thing at Tho 
Hague conference anywhere else. 
What probably will bo broached is a 
halt In this mad haste to Increase arm* 
aments and still again increase them 

In a nonsensical degree.'* 

• • • 

Voices King Edward. 


Col. Sir Robert Cranston, cx-Lord 
Provost of Edinburg, was then Intro¬ 
duced. 

“I spook," he said, “as the repre¬ 
sentative of the country which has 
parhaps given more blood for civil and 
religious liberty than any other coun¬ 
try, and I can say that there are very 
few people In that country' who would 


not welcome peace. I want to tell you 
that there is not a man in the world 
to-day who Is more anxious for the 
welfare of his people and all the people 
In the world, more anxious for uni¬ 
versal peace, than Edward, King of 
Great Britain/ 

Let us not talk of disarmament, what 
Is that? Give us peace and we will not 
ask for disarmament. There will be 
no use for It.'* 

President Roosevelt, In his letter to 
the congress, urged that its efforts be 
devoted to the practical side of the 
question It had undertaken to discuss. 

The President closed by stating what 
he hoped to see at the coming confer¬ 
ence at The Hague, a general arbitral 
tion treaty among the nations adopted 
and The Hague court greatly increased 
In power and permanency, the Judges 
In particular being made permanent 

and given adequate salaries. 

• • • 

Another Long Step. 

Secretary Root, speaking partly In 
behalf of the President, dwelt upon the 
hope that The Hague conference would 
see another long step toward the at¬ 
tainment of international arbitration 
He declared that the Government of 
the United States had been of the 
opinion that the possibility of an agree¬ 
ment as to the limitation of armed 
forces by land and soa and of war 
budgets ought to be further considered 
and discussed at the coming Hague 
conference. 

Mr. Carnegie In his address took a 

decidedly more optimistic view of the 

\ 

Immediate outlook for universal peace. 
Speaking for the arbitration and peace 
congress, he declared himself a convert 
to the League of Peace Idea—the forma¬ 
tion of an International police, never 
for aggression, always for protection, 
to the peace of the civilized world. 
War nowadays, he said, involves the 
Interests of all nations, and therefore 
one nation has no longer a tight to 
break the peace without reference to 
the other. 

After paying a tribute to President 
Roosevelt, Mr. Carnegie went on: 

“Would thait the great peacemaker 
of the world be Theodore Roosevelt At 
this moment, however. It Is not In 
His hands but those of the Emperor of 
Germany, alone of all men, that the 
power to abolish war seems to rest. His 
Invitation to form r union of nations 
for this specific purpose would result 
in more than six nations gladly re¬ 
sponding to his call. And, os In the 
temporary league of nation* In China, 
so in this grander league, a German 
general would again rightfully com¬ 
mand the forces.'* 

• * • 

Barbarity of War. 

Mr. Carnegie did not seem to regard 
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such a possibility in the near future 
as going beyond the range of hope. 

Gov. Hughe* in his address of wel¬ 
come on behalf of the State, look oc¬ 
casion to denounce the barbarity of 
war, declaring that It had been rubbed 
of Its Individual heroism and much of 
It* valor and had become merely a 
matter of scientific reckoning and the 
genius to invent death-dealing imple¬ 
ments. 

Mayor McClellan, speaking In behalf 
of the city at the .afternoon session, 
also expressed the hope of ultimate 

peace among the nations. 

• • • 

Bryan and Ball. 

The last speaker was Sir Robert S. 
4lall, the English astronomer, who said 
that scientists claimed man as he was 
to-diy was descended from a line of 
many generations, but it was not un¬ 
til he became an ape that the idea of 
war came to him. 

William J. Bryan, who was on the 
platform, was called for by the audi¬ 
ence, who insisted upon hearing from 

him. 

“All 1 wish to say Is that we are 
drawing arguments from unexpected 
sources. I have often heard that there 
should be universe! peace because man 
was made In the Image of God, but this 
is the first time I have heard It ar¬ 
gued that peace should result from his 
being made In the Image of an ape." 

Secretary Root's speech is understood 
to have voMcd tho President's views 
throughout.

Two Principles.\ 


PEOPLE OF THE WORLD 
HAVE ADVANCED UNEQUALLY 

General Disarmament ot Civilized Nations Would Work 
Great Harm, President Roosevelt Says. 


Mr. Root said that In every country 
which had reached a high state of civil¬ 
isation there were to bo soon two dis¬ 
tinct and apparently inconsistent i»rin 
clples of national conduct. He said: 

“On the one hand, there Is the narrowly 
and Immediately utilitarian motive, and 
there Is the competitive attitude fash¬ 
ioned upon the habits of self-preservation 
and self-assertion enjoined by the neces¬ 
sities of the struggle for existence. With 
this motive each country pursues specific 
national advantages, meeting »n a hard, 
dry, buslnes-llke way. without sympathy 
or sentiment, the facts of a world In 
which there Is much selfishness and 

f t reed, in which every nation Is primarily 
oking out for Itself, and In which there 
Is ordinarily some aggressor ready to 
take advantage of the over-trusting and 
defenseless. On the other hAnd. there Is 
the ethical, altruistic, humane impulse 
that presses forward constantly toward 
Ideals. 

• • • 

Practical Motive. 


Mr. Rom then said that It was natural 
that the hard and practical motive shouk! 
be uppermost In the men engaged in the 
conduct of government. He said: 

“In the discharge of their International 
duties governmental officers have to deal 
with a world of selfish competition am! 
ever-present possibility of aggression and 
Injury, which compel them to think first 
and chiefly of the interest of their own 
country, as a lawyer argues the east* of 
his own cllept. They are constrained by 
the rules of conduct between nations 
which the experience of centuries has 
shown to be necessary to the peace of 
tho world.” 

The Secretary said: 

“It Is natural that the altruistic and 
humanitarian view, broader and leas Im¬ 
mediately practical, shall be taken by stu¬ 
dents and thinkers, by teachers and phi¬ 
losophers. by men who. not burdened 
by the necessity of putting theories Into 
practice, are at liberty to look upon the 
world as It ought to be and to urge 
mankind on toward acceptance of their 
Ideals." 

• • • # 

Impatient of Each Other. 


After declaring that It Is Inevitable that 
the men who are directed by the.se two 
widely different Impulses should some¬ 
time* be Impatient of each other, Mr. 
Root said: 

"Your invitation to take part In the 
opening of this Peace* Cor%r«>*-» has come 
to me as an occasion to decWc the alli¬ 
ance and sympathy of tho American Gov¬ 
ernment with That other power—the sen¬ 
timent of humanity*—which iu uli kinds, 
and most strongly in our generation, with¬ 
out fleets or armies or titles or dignities 
or compukdon of f'vrce, is leading mankind 
continually to a nobler life. Ttu. American 
>.ople are practical, material, strenuous 
n business. «*tger for wealth, energetic In 
production and venturous in commerce, 
liudswm upon their lights, proud of liioir 
country. Jealous of its power and Its pres¬ 
tige; but there Is a strain of Idealism lr 
the American nature which saves our 
naiion from tho grussn««* of sordid ma¬ 
terialism ami makes it reepooitve to every 
appeal in behalf of liberty and righteous¬ 
ness. of p**toe with Justice, and of human 
brotherhood the world over.*' 

With regard to the coming Hague con¬ 
ference, Mr. Root said: 'Tt commands 
res pect; Its possibilities are the object of 
solicitude; the resolutions which It may 
reach are anticipated as of probable po 
tency |n I he affairs of nations; It Is not 
regarded :» an occasion for mere academ¬ 
ic discussion, but It finds its place among 
the agencies by which the world Is gov¬ 
erned. I cannot doubt that It will accom¬ 
plish much for the benefit of mankind 
that in many things It will bring the prac¬ 
tice of nations Into closer conformity with 
those great principles of conduct to wliicli 
nations have accorded such ready as¬ 
sent in theory but such reluctant compli¬ 
ance when their particular interests ate 
involved.” * 

Permanent Court. 


In discussing the establishment of a 
permanent court, Mr. Root said: “What 
We need for the further development of 
arbitration Is the substitution of judicial 
action for diplomatic action, the substi¬ 
tution of Judicial sense of restuunstblllly 
for diplomatic sense of responsibility. vVe 
need for arbitrators, nut distinguished 
public men concerned in all the interna¬ 
tional questions of tho day, but judges 
who will be interested only in the question 
appearing upon the record before them. 
Plainly, thi* end Is to be attained by the 
establishment of a court of permanent 
Judges, who wfll have no other occupation 
and no other Interest but the exercise of 
the Judicial faculty under the sanction uf 
that high sense of responsibility which 
lias made the courts of justice In the civ¬ 
ilized muttons of the world the exponent# 
of till that Is beat and noblest in modern 
civilization.” 

In conclusion, Mr. Root said: ”Th« 
greatest benefit erf the Peace Conference 
of 1607 wtM be, a* was that of the Peace 
Cunferenoo of H>». In the fact of the con- 
ferenoe itself; In Its powerful Influence 
molding the characters 'of men; in the 
spectacle of all the great powers of In* 
earth meeting in the name of peace, and 
exalting, as worthy of honor and desire, 
national serf-control and considerate 
Judgment and willingness to do justice.” 


President Roosevelt's letter to the 
Peace Conference, In full. Is os follows: 

I much regret my inability to be pres¬ 
ent with you. Mr. Hoot will speak to 
you at length, and no man In the coun¬ 
try is better fitted than he to address 
you on the subject you have so much 
at heart; for mi man has In keener or 
more practical fashion, or with a nobler 
disinterestedness of purpose used the na¬ 
tional power to further wlnu I believe 
to 1>© the national purpose of bringing 
nearer the day when ill peace of rlgnt- 
rousness. the pence of justice, shall ob¬ 
tain among nations. 

In this lot ter of mine I can do little 
more chan wish you and your association 
Godspeed in your efforts My sympathy 
with the purposes you have at heart is 
both strong and real, and by right of It 
I shall make to you some sugge*lions us 
to the practical method of aocompitsn- 
Ing tho ends we ail of us have in view. 
FI rag and foremost, I beseech you to re¬ 
member that though It Is our boundrn 
duty to work for peace, yet it is even 
more our duty to work for righteousness 
and Justice. It is “righteousness that ox- 
alteth tho nation," and though normally 
peace is the 'handmaid of righteousness, 
yet, if they ur© ever at odds, It is right¬ 
eousness whose cause we must espouse. 
In Lh* second place, I again earnest!/ 
ask that oil good and earnest men who 
begfovo strongly In the cause, but who 
have not themselves to bear the respon¬ 
sibility of upholding the nation's honor, 
shall not by liMdaUng upon the Impossi¬ 
ble put off tho day when the possible 
can*be accomplished. The peoples of the 
world have advanced unequally along the 
road that leads to Justice and falr-ueal- 
ing. on* with another (exactly as there 
has been unequal progress in securing 
such justice by each within It# own bor¬ 
ders); and the nmd stretches fur'ahead 
even of the most advanced. Harm and 
not good would result if the most ad¬ 
vanced notions, those in which most free¬ 
dom for the Individual is combined With 
most efficiency In securing orderly just¬ 
ice a« between individuals, should by 
agreement disarm and place themselves 
at the mercy of other peoples less ad¬ 
vanced, of other people* still In the stage 
of military barbarism or military despot¬ 
ism. anything In the nature of general dis¬ 
armament would do liurm ana hot good 
if it left the civilized and peace-loving 
peoples, those with the highest standards 
of municipal and International obligation 
and duty unable to check the other peo¬ 
ples who have no such standards, w'bo 
acknowledge no suoli obligations.

"Impassioned Oration^.” 


Finally, It behooves all of us to remem¬ 
ber, and especially those of us who either 
make or listen to speeches, that there ar© 
few more mischievous things than the 
custom of uttering or applauding senti¬ 
ments which represent mere oratory, and 
which are not, and cannot be. and have 
not been, translated from W'orda Into 
deeds. An impassioned oration about 
peace which Includes an Impassioned de¬ 
mand for something which the man who 
mokes the demand ©liber knows or ought 
to know* cannot, as a matter of fact, bo 
done, represents not gain, but k>*«, f«»r 
the cause of peace; for even the noblest 
cause Is marred by advocacy which Is 
either insincere or foolish 

These warnings that I have uttered do 
not mean that 1 believe we can do noth¬ 
ing to advance the cause of International 
peace. On the contrary, l believe that we 
can do much to advance it. provided only 
we act with sanity, with self-restraint, 
with power; which must be the prime 
qualities in the achievement of any re¬ 
form. The Nineteenth century saw. on the 
whole, a real and great advance in the 
standard of International conduct, but as 
Among civilized nations and by erreng na¬ 
tions toward the weaker and more back¬ 
ward peoples. The Twentieth rentury will, 
I believe, witness a much greater advance 
In the n/nne direction. The United States 
has a rlg.it to speak on behalf of such a 
cause, and to ask that Its course during 
the half dozen opening years of tho cen¬ 
tury be accepted as h guaranty of the 
truth of Its professions. 

During these six years we can con¬ 
scientiously say that without sacrificing 
our own rights we have yet scrupulously 
respected the right!} of all other peoples. 
With the great military nations of the 
world, alike In Europe find In that newest 
Asia which is also the Oldest, we have 
preserved a mutually self-respecting and 
kindly friendship. In the Philippine 
Islands we an? training a people In the 
difficult art of self-government with more 
success than those best acquainted with 
the fnc^ hnd dared to hope.

Wholly Untainted. 


Is at this moment In Cuba, not as an act 
of war. but to restore Cuba to the posi¬ 
tion of u self-governing republic. With 
Santo Domingo wo have Just negotiated 
a treaty «s|*e<’ially designed to prevent 
the need of any interference either by us 
or by any foreign nation with the Inter¬ 
nal affairs of the island, while at tho 
same time securing to honest creditors 
their debts and to the government of the 
islands a secured income, and giving to 
the islanders themselves th© chance. If 
only they will take advantage of it, to 
achieve the internal peace they so sorely 
need. . . , 

Mr. Aocrt's trip through South America 
mark jd £h© knitting together in th© bonds 
of sorf-respecting friendship of all the re¬ 
publics of thl* continent; It marked a 
step toward the ores Goa among thorn ot 
a community of public feeling which will 
tell for Justice and peace throughout the 
W re tern Hemisphere. By tho joint good 
office* of Mexico and ourselves we avert¬ 
ed one war in Central America, and did 
what w© oould to avert another, al¬ 
though we failed. We have more tl an 
once, while avoiding officious Internation¬ 
al meddling, shown our readiness to help 
other nations secure pence among them¬ 
selves. 

A difficulty which w© h id with our 
friendly neighbor to tho south «>f us. we 
solved by referring it to arbitration at 
The Hague. A difficulty which we hbd 
with our fnh-ndly neighbor to the north 
of us. we solved by th© agreement of h 
Joint ©ommlsHon, composed of representa¬ 
tive* of the two poi*ple» in interest. We 
try to avoid meddling In affairs that are 
nut our concern, and yet to have our 
views heard where they wMll avail on 
behalf of fair denting and against crus¬ 
ty and oppression. We have excluded 
certain arbitration treaties. I only re 
grot tfbut we have not Concluded a larger 
number.

Our representatives will go to the sec¬ 
ond peace conference at The Hague In¬ 
structed to help In every practicable way 
to bring Horn© st©|*i nearer completion the* 
great work which the first conference be¬ 
gan. It is Idle to expect that a task so 
tremendous can be settled by any on© or 
two conferences, and those w’ho demand 
th© Impossible from such a conference not 
only pret»&re acute disappointment for 
themselves, but by arousing exaggerated 
and baseless hopes which are certain to 
Ih* disappointed, play th© gain© of the 
very men who wish the conference to ac¬ 
complish nothing. It Is not possible that 
the conference should go more than a 
certain distance further in the right di¬ 
rection. Yet I believe that It can make 
real progress on the rmd toward Inter¬ 
national Justice, peace and fair-dealing. 
On© of the questions, although not to my 
mind one of the most important, which 
will he brought before the conference, 
will be that of the limitation of arma¬ 
ments The United States, owing to Its 
peculiar position, has a regular nrmy so 
small ns to be Infinitesimal when com¬ 
pared to that of any Other first-class 
power But the circumstances which en¬ 
able this to be so are peculiar to our can©, 
and do not warrant us In assuming the 
offensive attitude of schoolmaster toward 
other nations. 

We are no longer enlarging our navy, 
we are slmplv keening up Its strength 
very moderate, indeed, when compared 
with our wealth, population and roost - 
Itno; for the addition of one battleship a 
v©nr barely enables us to make good the 
units which become obsolete. The most 
practicable step In diminishing the bur¬ 
den of ©xpense caused by the Increasing 
size of naval armaments, would. I behove 
be an agreement limiting the size of ah 
ships hereafter to be hullt; but hitherto 
It has not proved possible to get other na¬ 
tions to agree wltn us on this point.

As To Arbitration. 

More Important thaw reducing the ex¬ 
pense of th© Implements of war is the 
question of reducing the possible causes 
of war. which ran most effectually be 
done by substituting other methods than 
war for the settlement of disputes. Of 
thoae other methods the most important 
which Is now attainable Is arbitration 
1 do not believe that In the world a* It 
actually is It is possible for any nation 
to agree to arbitrate nfi difficulties nhlch 
may arise between Itself and other na¬ 
tions: but I do believe that there can be 
at this time a very Uirge Increase In th** 

« l * »f • ases wM/ti It Is agreed shall 
bo arbitrated, and mat provision can 
made for greater facility and oertointy 
of arbitration. 

I hope to se© adopted a general arbitra¬ 
tion treaty among the nations, and I hope 
to see Tie Hague Court greatly lncrtne?1 
In power and permanency, and the Judges 
In particular made permanent and given 
adequate salaries, so as to mako It In¬ 
creasingly probably tho* In each c.ts<* that 
may come before them they will decide 
between the nations, great or small, ex¬ 
actly a* a Judge within our own limits 
decides between the Individuals, great or 
small, who come before him. Doubtlqm 
many other matters will be taken up Imt 
The Hogue, but it seems to me that this 
of a rcnenil arbitration treaty is perhaps* 
the most Important.

The Supreme Court and the Exec¬ 
utive Council entertained the Secretary! 
at luncheon. Ih a speech of welcome 
r*h!ef Justice Quinones paid a tribute 
to the visitor as a distinguished Jurist | 
and statesman. Sen or Quinones ex¬ 
pressed the hope that the Porto Rncan 
children now growing up would re¬ 
ceive from the United States the honor 
of American citizenship. 

Secretary Taft made a brief reply, 
in which he said Porto Rico was free 
fi’om many of the difficulties existing In 
the Philippines ar.d Cuba, and he call¬ 
ed attention to the fact that trade with 
the United States had brought pros¬ 
perity and contentment to the Island.

quering one.

come. In 1873 and 1874 the CruSadtrs, 
working against Intemperance in the 
United States, reached that point 
where someone who oouid lead must 
be found.* In Mies Frances Willard the 
needed leader appeared. 8he had Just 
resigned from the Women's College at 
Evanston, III., being the first woman 
college president In the world. The 
Chicago temperance worker* offered her 
the presidency of their body without 
salary. While she was pondering over 
this opportunity of doing good there 
came a letter from the trustees of the 
Normal Institute, of Now York, offer¬ 
ing her $2,500 a year as principal, with 
the privilege of teaching or not. Ju*t 
as she wished. 

• • • 

She thought over the two and chose 
the nonpaying temperance work. She 
had not saved a penny, and her mother 
was dependent on her fur support. She 
told no one of this, however, and as 
»he always looked wall It was sup¬ 
posed that ahe h id private means. She 
kept her privations secret until one 
day she broke down from hunger and 
cold; then her mother wrote the facts 
to the society leaders and they began 
paying Miss Willard a salary. This 
spirit of courage and devotion to her 
work made her a suitable person to 
found the Woman's Christian Temper¬ 
ance Union of America and the World’s 
Woman'* Christian Temperance Union 
fourteen years aftenvard. When the 
mantle fell from her ehould*?rs, In 1898, 
it went to a worthy successor, Mrs. Lil¬ 
lian M. N. Stevens, of Maine, a co¬ 
worker of Neal Dow. 

• • • 

The great temperance crusade began 
in 1873, when Dr. Dio Lewis, of Bos¬ 
ton, lectured In Ohio. The women of 
Hillsboro, Washington Court House 
and other towns began a concerted 
movement against the sale and use of 
liquor, and In fifty days 250 towns and 
villages went 'dry/* Tho leader there 
was Mrs. Eliza J. Thompson, wife of a 
prominent Judge of Hillsboro. Other 
.States and cities followed, and the out¬ 
growth was a national organization 
perfected in November, 1874, In Cleve¬ 
land, 0. On March 1, 1893. the order 
was incorporated In Washington, D. C.. 

the National Woman’s Christian 
Temperance Union. To-day it has or¬ 
ganized effort In every State and Ter¬ 
ritory hi the Union, 10,000 towns and 
cities have local societies, every Insu¬ 
lar iKjssesslon ha* a branch and the 
work haa extended to f«yreign lands un 
til 

iated In the good work. The Count 
of Carlisle, of England, 1* at the head 

of the world union. 

• • • 

At thu first national convention In 
Cleveland in 1874 there wore sixteen 
State* represented and eighty-seven 
voting mmbers responded to roll-call. 
Alt the Hartford convention last fall all 
the States were represented and about 
500 voting delegates were presenL This 
body claim* to be the largest single so¬ 
ciety in the world composed exclusively 
of women and conducted entirely by 
them. It also claims for itself that It 
has the most perfect organization, 
pointing with Justifiable pride to Its 
various departments, each of which is 
under a specialist in that line. The 
active and honorary membership Is 
800,000. with a following of at least 
halt a million. 

• • • 

As a result of the unflagging zeal 
of It* workers 1,800,000 square mile* 
of territory In this country are under 
prohibition, by local, county or State 
legislation; the canteen has been abol¬ 
ished from the army posts; a strong 
anti-polygamy fight has been begun, 
and 18,000,000 school children In vari¬ 
ous States are studying hygiene and 
the effects of alcohol on the system. 
This last th* women consider their best 
achievement. They believe that If tho 
children of the nation can be made fa¬ 
miliar with the debilitating effects of 
spirits and tobacco on the human tys- 
tem. the evil can be better combated. 
In order to achieve this the women in 
each State urged tho adoption of text 
books that would cover this subject 
fully and clearly. Vermont was the first 
to adopt this as a law. Virginia the last. 
The territories and the Insular posses¬ 
sions under national law havo also 
added thi* to the curricula of ttaetr 
schools. 

• • • 

Another result of the W. C. T.^ U. 
work may be seen tn the annual tem¬ 
perance lesson that is now’ taught in 
the International Sunday-school Quar¬ 
terly. Over 18,000,000 children are re¬ 
ceiving this instruction, and half a mil¬ 
lion of these are already pledged to 
total abstinence. The W. C. T. U. is 
Among the pioneer* in the effort to 
draw mother and teacher closer togeth¬ 
er In school work, believing that In this 
way educational, social and moral 
standards can best be elevated. Every 
Chautauqua held throughout the length 
and breadth of the land has Its W. C. 

T. U. gathering, campaigns have been 
waged to require equal standards of 
morality for both rexes, to give women 
tho right of suffrage and to have the 
remuneration for service equal for men 
and women. Tens of thousands of men 
have signed the pledge of total absti¬ 
nence that these earnest women are of¬ 
fering in the Interest of health and 
happiness, and in the rescue home 
thousands of girls have been taken 
from lives of shame and given a fair 

chance to start over again. 

• • • 

School savings banks are a proof of 
the wideness of the work the W. C. T. 

U. has undertaken. In tw’enKy-reven 
different State* and Territories the 
school children are encouraged to save 
their pennies to word some good pur¬ 
pose, and in the twenty-two years that 
the plan has been in operation they 
have saved $3,000,000. In several States 
th«?y have been Instrumental in hav¬ 
ing laws enacted that make physical 
training a part of the public school 


In all the great movements in his- I work: in eighteen States they have had 
tory, whenever the need of a leader laws passed that prohibit the sale of 
haa arisen somehow *that leader ha* ^toxicants on fair grounds, and that 

suppress questionable show’*. Flowers 
and fruits for the «ick. clothes for the 
poor, fuel for the cold and suffering- 
all these have been used as a means of 
expressing a wide interest in humnn- 
lty. Antl-najvotic leagues have been 
formed for the suppression of the cig¬ 
arette and opium habits, t/he family 
medicine chest is being overhauled so 
that dangerous drugs and narcotics 
may be eliminated, and a concerted ef¬ 
fort is being made to secure legislation 
against those patent and proprietary 
medicines that have alcohol as a com¬ 
ponent pari. 

•\* * 

The have sent out traveling libraries 
of temperance Literature all through 
the country. Last year they placed 
something over 8,000 temperance books 
In Sunday-school libraries. Lumber 
camps, railroad cabooses, ships, army 
posts, prisons, hosj^Ital*, schools, mis¬ 
sionary societies, ail have felt the in¬ 
fluence of this body through being sup¬ 
plied with its literature. Through the 
efforts of t1» W. C. T. U. the age 
of protection for girls has been raised 
u> eighteen years in twenty States, and 
to sixteen In nearly ail the others. 
Laws that protect women and children 
are receiving their especial considera¬ 
tion, and curfew laws have been put 
Into effect at their request in several 
hundred towns. 


They are responsible for the law 
that prohibits the sale of in¬ 
toxicating (feleccables in the Capi¬ 
tol building on Washington, and 
in the Immigrant stations. They 
have arranged to have “boarding wom¬ 
en” meet all Incoming vessels in New 
York to look after and protect women 
who travel alone. A department de¬ 
voted to purity In literature and art 
keep* close watch on all publications, 
picture! and bill boards throughout the 
country, and with the Association of 
Bill Posters of the United States and 
Canada already pledged to help them, 
part of this work will no longer be 
hedged about with difficulties.

Bands of Mercy, whose duty it Is to 
b>ok after dumb creatures, have grown 
up under the tutelage of the W. C. T. U. 
Moro than one w>eary draught-horse in 
tho big cities is dum/bly grateful for 
the drinking fountain mad* for him, 
or for the bucket of cool water that a 
uniformed attendant, with W. C. T. U.

CONTRLBUTIONS TO CAMPAIGN 
FUNDS BEING PROBED. 


MONEY ALLEGED GIVEN BY PA¬ 
TROLMEN FOR YEARS. 


GRAND JURY BILLS LIKELY. 


Chicago, April 15.—Chicago’s police 
department contributed thousand* of 
dollars to tiho Democratic campaign 
fund In the recent mayoralty campaign 
and hits contributed in a like manner 
to whichever party was In power as 
long as the older offlccra cm the force 
can remember, according to revelations 
rrmde to-day before the Civil Service 
Commission by police officials. The offi¬ 
cer* who offered this testimony to the 
Inquisitorial body were Inspectors Re¬ 
vere and Kelly, Capi. McWeeney and 
Lieut. Jenkins. Capt. McWeeney, who 
several days ago refused to talk on the 
subject* confessed freely to-day that 
he had aided Ln the collection of large 
amounLs of money to be used ln the 
recent city election campaign. 

According to the Civil Service Com¬ 
mission, every nmn who engaged In 
the collection of the fund, even a pa¬ 
trolman who contributed. Is made lia¬ 
ble to indictment by the grand Jury 
under the provision* of tho CIvU Serv¬ 
ice Act. One of the flections ln the act 
provides that any purson disregarding 
any of the provision* of the law shall 
be fined not less than $1,000 and may 
be imprisoned ln the county Jail for a 
term not to exceed six month*. 

• • • 

Blame Put On Chief. 

The commission has signified it* in¬ 
tention to alft the matter to the bot¬ 
tom, but it is said will not prosecute 
uxidcrofflciuls, who merely carried out 
the commands of Chief of Police Col¬ 
lins, it is claimed. 

CapL McWeeney said that when he 
was commanded to subscribe to the 
fund he was provided with as many 
blank envelopes as there were men at 
hls station, into which the money was 
to be put. 

“I w as Instructed to deliver all such 
money to the inspector." said he. “and 
I did so. They all contained money. A 
few had $10 bill* and a great many $5 
bills.” At tho conclusion of Qapt. Mc- 
Weeney’s testimony Inspectors Rev* re 
Kelly and Wheeler were sent for. The 
two former officials responded at once, 
but the latter could not be found and 
will be sul>p 0 eflAed to appear before 
the commission to-morrow morning. 

On hearing from the oommiasion that 
their subordinates, Jenkins and Mc¬ 
Weeney, had told Complete stories of 
the assessment for the recent election. 
Revere said thit ln all he collected 
about $3,700 frojjri the officer* and men 
under him, while Kelly admitted hav¬ 
ing obtained $2,600 from those under 
hi* charge. 

• • • 

No Lists Kept of It 


Both wild that no lists had been kept 
of those who did not subscribe and 
that no special favors were given those 
who contributed to the fund. The two 
inspectors testified, as dlld Jenkins and 
McWeeney, that lit had been the cus¬ 
tom, no matter what party was in 
power, to levy assessments upon the po. 
lice stations. The assessments were 
often made in fall elections, when no 
city candidates were on the ticket. 

Inspector Kelly was a*ked If he con¬ 
sidered Chief Collin*’ request for con¬ 
tributions as a command. 

“Yes; I took It as an order," re¬ 
plied Kdly, “but I could have dis¬ 
obeyed If I wanted to.“ 

Both th»* inspectors testified that the 
money had been given to E H. Roach, 
former Commissioner of Public Works. 
A number of witnesses have been sub¬ 
poenaed for to-morrow's session of the 
commission.

MAYOR BUSSE USHERED 

INTO OFFICE AT CHICAGO. 


One of First Acts To Appoint New

Chicago, April 15.—Fr^d A. Busse 
was installed as Mayor of Chicago at 
the regular meeting of the City Coun¬ 
cil to-night.

CURB POLITICIANS 


AIMED AT BY ORDINANCE IN 
JEFFERSONVILLE COUNCIL. 


Street Improvements Considered and 
Some Ordered At Special Meet¬ 
ing of City Fathers. 


Designed to stop the practice indulged 
In by ease-loving persons of the male 
persuasion, a measure was introduced in 
a special session of tho Jeffersonville 
Council last night which prohibits the 
sitting on the street or sidewalks in 
front of saloons or hotels. 

The meeting was called especially to 
consider the Improving of North Spring 
street, from Court avenue to Fourteenth 
street. All the members were present, 
and a message was read from the Board 
of Public Works certifying that by reso¬ 
lution It had ordered the Improvement 
of the thoroughfare with a brick or block 
stone roadway, brick gutters and stone 
curbing. The communication w*as received 
and filed. 

The ordinance providing for a $250 li¬ 
cense for brewery agencies was taken up 
and Mr. Mahaffev stated that It could 
not be enforced for the reason that the 
saloons could securer their supplies di¬ 
rect from the breweries with little Incon¬ 
venience. On motion of Mr. Mahaffey 
the ordinance was not adopted. 

The ordinance for the rclmprovement of 
North Spring street was then read. The 
measure was put upon Its immediate 
passage and all of the members voted 
aye when their names were called. The 
remonstrance against the work was not 
read. 

An ordinance was presented prohibiting 
persons sitting on stools, chairs or 
nenches in the streets of the city. The 
ordinance was referred. The measure Is 
aimed at persons who are In the habit of 
sitting In the gutters In front of saloons 
and other puollc places. 

An application was made by Jacob Pat¬ 
rick for a renewal of bis liquor license, 
which was referred.

IN FLAMES ONCE MORE 


FIRE BREAKS OUT IN FOURTH 
FLOOR OF BUILDING. 


FOURTH AVENUE CARS ARE 
BLOCKED FOR TWO HOURS. 


ALARMED AT THE SEELBACH. 


Completo mystery surrounds the origin 
of the fire which broke out on the fourth 
floor of the Smith & Nixon building, 
which was gutted by fire last Friday, and 
which lasted '■rinr almost an hour and a 
half. The damage of last night’s fire was 
but small because little was left of the 
building by Friday's fire, when the Fire 
Department was compelled to w*ork for 
almost ten Jiours before the flames were 
finally extinguished. It is not believed 
that last night's Are could have been 
caused by a spark which had smouldered 
since last Friday, but the opinion among 
the firemen seems to be that the building 
was probably set on Are. 

That the fire was of a very suspicious 
nature was the opinion voiced by most 
| of those familiar with the circumstances. 
That someone has been prowling about 
the building and looting some of tho 
rooms Is certain for reports of thefts 
from rooms have already been made. 
From one room all the clothing, books 
and pictures belonging to the occupant 
have been taken. Since Friday's fire the 
room had not been occupied and the door 
hud been locked. 

The fire last night was first discovered 
about 9 o'clock by Mrs. Cora Host wick 
and her daughter. Miss Ida Bostwlck, 
who room on the fourth floor of the build¬ 
ing. but on the opposite side. Mrs. Bost- 
wiek said that she looked out of one of 
the windows to see whether or not a pan 
she had placed on the roof was filled with 
ra.n water, and as she opened the win¬ 
dow she saw the flames breaking through 
the skylight at the other side v. f .ne 
building next to The Seelbach annex She 
Immediately dragged her trunk and othe* 
belongings down the th*-** flIf fits of 
stairs. By that time the alarm iad been 
turned in by R. A. Dnwson, u t j24 Fourth 
avenue, who was waikbt aJ »ng the op¬ 
posite side of the s.rec and saw the 
Maze. 

Smoke from th* fire filled the upper 
stories of Th • * l>v.. h and women began 

running from 'heir r<»oms into the halls 
and down ’tb -ta rs looking for exits. 
Order In th* house w r a» soon restored. 
8treet-csr tralfir along Fourth avenue be¬ 
tween "A’alnut and Chestnut street* was 
delayed for almost two nours. 

Sln»re Friday's fire the building has been 
pra.tlcally vacated save for one or two 
who continued to live In their smoked 
r *oms. None of the floors on the side of 
tho building which caught fire last night 
have been occupied since the fire of Fri¬ 
day, however.

OVERWORK UNBALANCES NEW 
YORK BUSINESS MAN. 


NOW ON WAY TO SANITARIUM. 


Harry* L Metz, a member of the En¬ 
terprise Manufacturing Company, of New 
York, who has become violently Insane 
during the past fow days because of 
overwork, was started, for New York last 
evening, after a strait-jacket had been 
PUt on him. and Thomas Chalk, a pri¬ 
vate detective, had been engaged to 
guard the man during the trip. Yestor- 
day Metz attempted to kill his father, 
Louis Metz, who arrived In the city in the 
morning, and also assaulted his brother, 
Edward Metz, and his guards.

ADJUDGED INSANE 


Robert Obermiller Committed 
To Central Asylum. 


LUNATIC DOESN’T APPEAR IN 
COURT IN PERSON. 


MRS. SARAH BHAIXCROSS SUES 
HUSBAND FOR DIVORCE. 


ASKS ALIMONY AND CHILD. 


Robert Obormtller, the lunatic whom 
the county patrolmen captured lost 
Thursday aft or so much difficulty on hls 
father’s farm twolvo miles from the city 
on tho Balt Block road, was declared In¬ 
sane In tho Criminal Court yesterday 
morning and committed to Central Asy¬ 
lum. IIo was not brought Into the court 
room for fear the excitement would again 
arouse him and the inquest web held un¬ 
der the statute which allows such an ex¬ 
amination In the absence of the accused. 
Dr*. T. P. Batter white and M. E. Parker 
both Informed Special Judge Kinney that 
they believed it would be Injurious to 
Obermiiler's condition to bring him Into 
court- Harry Rubin eon was appointed to 
represent him in the trial. 

Charles obermiller, hls brother, testi¬ 
fied that the defendant was thirty-nine 
years of age and unmarried. He did not 
know of any Insanity In the family here- 
tutor©, uoeimiller had been educated 
and waa born In Germany. From Uie 
urao his father moved to the pluce the 
family now lives, witness sa.d, Ubermil- 
ler, nad shown signs of menial unbal¬ 
ance. He had always been of a stubborn 
and suiion disposition. He has become 
steadily worse each year. Mr. ubei miller 
tesiliied further that ids brother had al¬ 
ways been at raid of other people, and 
that when strangers crime on the place 
he would run and lock himself up. ne 
Imagined that someone was trying to 
hypnotize him. A mouth ngo ho locked 
himself up In the old shanty formerly 
used by charcoal burners and refused to 
return home. He ate tho food that was 
put out for him, though he never came 
out except at night. 

Dra. Batterwhlte and Parker swore that 
they had only mode a casual examination 
of OberralllBT, but from what they knew 
of the history of tho case he ought to 
go to the asylum for the Bafety of hls 
family and the public and for hls own 
good. 


Mrs. ShAilcroes Asks Divorce. 

Mrs. Sarah Shelby Shallcross sued Har¬ 
ry Mason Shallcross for divorce, alleging 
abandonment. The action Is brief and 
entirely formal In Its terms It states 
that they were married April 20, 1897, and 
that they lived together until October. 
1905. She asks for allmofiv, though no 
specific amount 1 h named She also prays 
the custody of their child. Along with 
the petition Mr. Shallcross’ answer Is 
filed. No denial of the allegations are 
made. He asks to have the privilege of 
seeing their child at least two days dur¬ 
ing each month in the school season and 
during the vacation to have him with 
him for from one to two weeks at a time. 
The answer states that ha Is willing to 
bo charged with the clothing and educa¬ 
tion of the child and asks that the mat¬ 
ter of alimony for the wife be reserved 
for future consideration. 

The plaintiff Is represented by C. H. 
Shelld and the defendant hy J. B. Mc¬ 
Cormick. Both plaintiff and defendant 
are well known. Mrs. Shallcross is tho 
daughter of Mr. Vernon Wolf and Mr.
